Russian Is Unshaken. 


ARGENTIA, N.F., Jan. 21 
(AP)—Anastas I. Mikoyan to- 
day resumed a homebound 
flight interrupted here over- 


night by two dead engines on 
his Scandinavian airliner 

The Sovict First Deputy Pre- 
mier, returning from his 16-day 
visit to the United States, took 
off with his party at 2:59 p.m. 
in a substitute DC7-C sent. by 
the Scandinavian Airlines Sys- 
tem from Copenhagen 

Flight plans called for a non- 
stop trip to Copenhagen where 
it was understood he would 
board a Soviet jetliner for 
Moscow. 

Mikoyan and his party of 
five, including his son Sergo, 
spent an unscheduled night at 
this United States naval ai 
base. The SAS. pilot was 
forced to land because of me- 
chanical trouble in one engine 
and fire in another 

Mikoyan said he was un- 
shaken by the trouble on the 
four-engine plane, though it 
caused nervous chills in world 
capitals. The DC-7 was carry- 
ing 35 passengers and a crew 
of 14 when it first encountered 
trouble over the Atlantic 

“I've had a full life and 
would have accepted whatever 
the consequences that might 
have befallen me,” the 63-vear- 
old Mikoyan told a reporter. 

Sabotage Doubted. 

S.A.S. spokesmen in 
York expressed doubt 
sabotage was involved 
pointed to a massive police 
guard over the plane while it 
rested at New York and a thor- 
ough police inspection before it 
took off. from Idlewild airport 
yesterday. 

Nevertheless, the airline or- 
dered the two engines that 
gave trouble to be flown to 
Stockholm for a close inspec- 
tion It said the two-engine 
failure was the first in its 
history. 

The pilot, Capt. Carl Schulz- 
berg, reported that he detected 
a defective supercharger on 
No. 4 engine while 108 miles 
from Gander, N.F., his sched- 
uled stopping point 

“While trying to adjust this 
mechanical condition, a fire 
broke out in Engine No. 1 
which lasted five or six sec- 
onds,” he said. 

Argentia was the nearest al- 
ternate airport The pilot 
broadcast notice of an emergen- 
cy and said he would land 
there. 

The plane came down at the 
United States base at 8:04 p.m., 
shephered in through swirling 
snow by a Canadian Air Force 
rescue plane and a Pan Amer- 
ican airliner. Crash trucks and 
emergency equipment 
but Schulz- 
berg brought the big ship in 
smoothly after a ground-con- 
trolled approach.

WASILINGTON, Jan. 21 (UPI)

in increasing United States-

Douglas Dillon told the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
Mikoyan’'s terms would require 
repeal of congressional prohi- 
bitions on most-favored-nation 
treatment for the Soviet Union 
and on the importation of Rus- 
sian furs and the grant of 
large-scale long-term credits to 
cover Soviet purchases.” 
Dillon said Russia wants ad- 


vanced industrial equipment 
from the United States but 
offers in exchange only raw 


materials competing with reg- 
ular United States sources 
Dillon said he told Mikoyan 
Monday this Gevernment would 
like to inerease “peaceful 
trade” with Russia, as Presi- 
dent Eisenhower advised Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev last July 
“IT was disappointed to find 
that he evinced not the slight- 
est interest in any increase in 
trade except on his own terms,’

Arturo Frondizi told Congress 
| today that the United States 
cannot remain indifferent to

poor and without hope are not 
free peoples.

Frondizi said the “misery 
and backwardness” of many 


Latin Americans is “a source 
of danger to the security of 
the hemisphere.” 

He described also Argen- 
tina’s anti-inflation program as 
“the beginning of an integral 
effort” throughout Latin 
America to attract investors. 

“Its success or failure will 
influence decisively the _ poli- 
cies of the hemisphere,” Fron- 
dizi said, 

Frondizi sought to dispel any 
idea that recent anti-United 
States demonstrations in some 
parts of Latin America were 
more than a superficial event 

Fundamentally, he said, all 
the Americas shared the belief 
in democracy, justice and spir- 
itual values inherent in a con- 
tinent “born to history as the 
land of hope and freedom.”

TERMED LETRA 
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Enough Polonium in It 
to Make Washington 
Uninhabitable, Sci- 


entist Says. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (AP) 
—An atomic physicist said last 
night the new atomic battery 
demonstrated to President 
Eisenhower last Friday con- 
tained enough radioactive po- 
lonium to make Washington un- 
inhabitable for years. 

The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, which developed the pow- 
er device, said it was complete- 
ly safe and that poloniagm was 
used as a radioactive source 


only for demonstration pur- 
poses. 

The physicist, Dr. Ralph 
Lapp, said in a letter to the 


Washington” Post, “The power 
source placed before the Presi- 
dent contained 10 billion lethal 
units of polonium.” He added: 
“I do not wish to raise alarm 
about the radiation hazards of 
properly contained radioactive 
sources as no doubt the 
package was, but I wish to call 
attention to the hazard of com- 
mitting even tightly sealed 
radioactive sourees to rockets 


“The blast-off and re-entry 


of large rockets such as the 
Atlas may disintegrate the ra- 


dioactive source and thus pol- 
lute the earth's environment.” 


Would Fit in Handbag. 


The device, called SNAP, 
‘satellite nuclear auxiliary 
power! was demonstrated to 
the President at the White 
House. It was small enough to 
put into a woman's handbag, 


vet capable of producing elec- 
tric current over long periods 
of time. The AEC said it might 
be used as a power source for , 


satellites that would last for 
years. 

In answer to Lapp’s letter. 
the AEC said in a statement 


that the radioactive part of the 
device was shielded by a triple 
casing. 

“The commission would not 
consider the use of polonium 
in an operational device,” the 
statement said. Polonium was 
selected “for this purely 
demonstration unit... because 
this material was readily avail- 
able.”’ 

AEC Commissoner Willard 
F. Libby said the radioisotope 
cerium-144 appeared to be a 
better prospect for powering 
the device from the standpoint 
of safety and cost, 

Cerium Used in Tests. 

Experiments have. already 
been made “in which cerium 
encased in a molybdenum 
casing has been subjected to 
extremely high temperatures 
and to impact tests simulating 
conditions of rocket re-entry 
into the earth’s atmosphere,” 
the AEC said. 

Lapp, formerly associated 
with the Manhattan project 
which made the World War II 
atomic bomb, has written num- 
erous articles on fallout dap- 
gers and often has been critical 
of AEC policies.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (UP) 
— Government auditors report- 
ed today that the Tennessee 
Valley Authority has bought 
$46,000,000 worth of genera- 
tors that do not work properly. 

Comptroller General Joseph 
Campbell informed Congress 
that the TVA “is presently 
studying’ whether it should 
claim damages from the sup- 
plier of the generators, West- 
inghouse Electric Corp. 

Campbell said in an audit 
of TVA operations that the 
agency has run into “serious 
problems” with the 14 Turbo- 
generators, which it bought for 
installation at its Shawnee and 
Kingston steam plants. 


As originally installed, the 
report said, the generators 
failed to meet the heat rate 


specified in the contracts. This 
required the use of more coal 


to get a given heat rate, thus 
boosting fuel costs. 
Modifications Made. 
The audit said some im- 
provements resulted when 


three units were modified, but 
they still did not meet the 
contract specification and tests 
of an additional modification 
have been agreed on. 
“Serious mechanical difficul 


ties also have been encount- 
ered in operating these ma- 
chines.” the renart continnved 


Campbell said it was under- 
stood that the main cause of 
the troubles was metallurgical, 
involving the turbine spindle 
and blades, and Westinghouse 
had agreed on replacing some 


major parts and repairing 
others. :

Missouri Senate today 

Senator Albert M. Spradling 
Jr. (Dem.', Cape Girardeau, of- | 
fered the bill at the request of 
the State Health Division. State 
control should be#stablished to 
protect employes working in 
atomic facilities and the public, 
he said 

The measure would set up a 
new agency in the health divi- 
sion to register atomic facil- 
ities and instruments. It would 
give the division authority to 
prescribe rules and regulations 
for handling of all “ionizing 
radiation’ materials and in- 
struments 

Spradling told Senate 
that no one knows many 
such devices and plants are 1n 
operation in Missouri, or thei 
location. X-ray machines would 
be among the devices. that 
would have to be registered, as 
well as other machines using 
cobalt and other radioisotopes 
for medical treatment, diag- 
nosis and research 

Mining. handling and process- 
ing of nuclear materials also 
would be subject to regulation 
under the measure. Spradling 
introduced an earlier bill to 
create a State Atomic Energy 
Commission, which would serve 
as an advisory body 

Bills on Patient Aid. 

Three bills sponsored by the 
St. Louis city administration, 
to increase state payments for 
care of mental and tuberculosis 
patients in city institutions, 
and for maintenance of state 
prisoners in city jail, also were 
introduced. 

Senator Robert Pentland

FINNISH PRESIDENT LEAVES 
FOR VISIT TO LENINGRAD 


HELSINKI, Jan. 21 (UPI)— 
Finnish President Urho Kek- 
konen left today on a private 
visit to Leningrad 

The Communist press hailed 
the drip as a sign of improved 
relations between Finland and 
the Soviet Union since the fall 
of the five-party coalition gov- 
ernment last month.

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Polaris Reported to Have Gone 


60 Miles, Not 


800 as Implied 


By CHARLES CORDDRY 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (UPI) 
_ Reports circulated today that 
@ Polaris missile flew only 
about 60 miles toward its 800- 
mile goal in a test that the 


Navy described Monday as 
“fully successful.” 

The missile, being developed 
for launching from submarines, 
hit the ocean off Cape Ca- 
naveral, Fla., about 740 miles 
short of its target, according to 
the reports. 

Under questioning, the Navy 
now concedes that the missile 
“did not reach its intended 
range.” It has downgraded its 
description of the test to “‘par- 
tially successful.” 

Until reporters raised ques- 
tions, however, there was no 
visible attempt here to explain 
that the flight was something 
less than the success at first 
claimed by the Navy at Cape 
Canaveral. 

Only last week it took the 
Pentagon almost 11 hours to 
reveal that an Air Force Atlas 
missile had flown fewer’ than 
200 miles on a planned 6300- 
mile test. In the interim, the 
impression of a favorable test 
prevailed It takes time to 
analyze missile tracking data, 
officials pointed out, but there 
were reported to have been 
early clues that might have 
caused authorities to caution 
reporters.

reports said, the missile was 
intended to fly 800 miles down 
the Atlantic inissile range and 
reach a maximum altitude of 
about 220 miles. 

The reports said the Polaris 
actually flew 58 or 60 miles, 
reached a peak height of about 
25 miles and landed in the 
ocean several degrees off 
course. 

The Defense Department and 
the Navy got together on this 
statement last night under re- 
porters’ questioning: 

“The Navy considers the test 
firing to have been partially 
successful in that major test 
objectives were attained. How- 
ever, the missile did not reach 
its intended range and tele- 
metering data are being stud- 
ied to determine a complete 
picture of performance.” 

The Polaris system, about 
which the Navy hardly ever 
speaks in anything but superla- 
tives, now is shaping up as an 
almost two-billion-dollar pro- 
gram. That includes the mis-

*" Gen. Phillips says obsolescence 
{s not an important faetor. Ac- 
tually it is highly important 
owing to the requirements of 
training personnel, logistics lim- 
itations (field forces cannot ef- 
fectively or efficiently be sup- 
plied with a multitude of differ- 
ent missile systems), ground sup- 
port equipment requirements, 
etc. Added to this is the exces- 
sive time required and danger in- 
curred in loading older missiles 
with liquid fuels for immediate 
firing. Missiles, per se, in. light 
of the article, do not seem to 
become obsolete: however, missile 
installations and missile military 
units become obsolete, thereby 
making the missile itself obsolete. 

Gen. Phillips savs the President 
intends to “horrify” us by giving 
misleading figures on _ missile 
costs. Actually, the President is 
merely being realistic. Research 
and development and testing costs 
must be included in missile costs. 
Phasing in missiles and phasing 
out aircraft are costly. 

In addition, the U.S. does hot 
have authority to place IRBMs in 
most NATO countries at present; 
however, bombers are operating 
in these countries. 

Gen. Phillips finally admits that 
his theories will prevail “when 
the United States gets good mis- 
siles.” Until such time arrives, 
such an article serves only to 
confuse the non-technical public 
and discredit our nation's staff 
and operating scientists and re- 
searchers.

For a Better Senate 


The Senate committee assignments, Repub- 
lican as well as Democratic, suggest that both 
parties have paid attention to the message of 
the November election. 

On the Democratic side, it deserves to be 
said first in fairness to Majority Leader Lyn- 
don Johnson that there is no evidence the 
voting on the filibuster was a factor in deter- 
mining which posts went to the new Demo- 
cratic Senators. Eight of the 15 new Demo- 
crats voted against the Johnson position either 
two or three times, and yet they fare very 
well on committee assignments. 

Hart of Michigan, who voted against John- 
son four times, receives two choice com- 
mittee assignments, Judiciary and Agricul- 
ture, committees for which veterans have 
striven in the past. Engle of California goes 
to Armed Services and Commerce: McCarthy 
of Minnesota, Finance and Public Works; 
Moss of Utah, Interior and Public Works; 
Muskie of Maine, Banking, Government Oper- 
ations and Public Works: Williams of New 
Jersey, Banking and Labor. 

Dodd of Connecticut and Young of Ohio, 
who voted against Johnson on two of the three 
first roll calls, also do well. Dodd is assigned 
to Appropriations, Judiciary and Space Sci- 
ences. Young, who turned the big surprise 
of the election by ousting John W. Bricker, 
is appointed to Agriculture, Public Works 
and Space Sciences. 

The six new Democrats who supported 
Johnson on every roll call do well also, but 
relatively no better. Alaska’s Bartlett goes 
to Armed Services and Commerce and Gruen- 
ing to Government Operations, Interior and 
Public Works. The others in this group are: 
Robert C. Byrd of West Virginia, Appropria- 
tions and Banking: Cannon of Nevada, Armed 
Services, Rules and Space Sciences; Hartke of 
Indiana, Finance, Commerce and District of 
Columbia: and McGee of Wyoming, Appropri- 
ations and Commerce. Randolph of West Vir- 
ginia, who backed Johnson on three of the 
four votes, goes to Labor and Public Works. 

These assignments reflect generally the 
preference of the Senators in terms of experi- 
ence and interests. McCarthy, for example, 
is a former professor of economics. Joining 
Douglas of Illinois, he will make the second 
professional economist on the committee 
which handles tax bills in the Senate. Gruen- 
ing and Moss have deep interest in the work 


———_ 


of the Interior committee and Hartke, former 
Mayor of Evansville, should be a major help 
on District of Columbia problems. 

While no newly elected Democratic Sena- 
tor goes to Foreign Relations, the Democratic 
additions to that committee are notable: Gore 
of Tennessee, Lausche of Ohio and Church of 
Idaho. Lausche and Church entered the Sen- 
ate only two years ago. 

The practice under Lyndon Johnson of giv- 
ing at least one major committee assignment 
to every Democratic Senator has finally been 
adopted on the Republican side under pres- 
sure from the Aiken-Cooper-Case-Javits-Ku- 
chel group. The three Republican newcom- 
ers, all of wham supported Cooper of Ken- 
tucky for Minority Leader in opposition to 
the Bridges-Dirksen-Saltonstall combine, re- 
ceive good committee posts. Keating of New 
York goes to Banking and Interior; Scott of 
Pennsylvania to Commerce and Public Works; 
and Prouty of Vermont to Labor, Public 
Works and District of Columbia. 

In a harmony move, Minority Leader Dirk- 
sen even gives up his cherished seat on Ap- 
propriations. It goes significantly to Kuchel 
of California, who was elected Republican 
whip after being nominated by the liberal 
group. The prize new assignment among the 
Republicans goes to Carlson of Kansas, the 
only Republican to get a new seat on the 
Foreign Relations Committee. Significantly 
Carlson, too, backed the liberal group. Hick- 
enlooper of Iowa and Saltonstall of Massa- 
chusetts gave up Space Science seats to make 
way for Javits of New York and Case of New 
Jersey, two leading liberals. 

With the Democrats outnumbering Repub- 
licans 2 to 1 in the Senate, the Republicans 
owe the Democratic leadership a vote of 
thanks for increasing the size of several of 
the major committees. Had this not been 
done many veteran Republicans would have 
been knocked from committee seats in which 
they were secure—until last November. 

It is being said by some Washington com- 
mentators that the effect of the November re- 
volt at the polls has already been swallowed 
up in the sea of professional politics that sur- 
rounds Capitol Hill. On the basis of what 
the election has done to the Senate commit- 
tees on both sides of the aisle, we suspect that 
some of these words will have.to be eaten— 
and perhaps before many months pass. 


A Welfare Omission 


The first measure to pass either house of 
the Missouri Legislature in this session is the 
general welfare bill. The House vote of 128 
to’8 demonstrates recognition of the need for 
improvement. 

Old age benefits, aid to the disabled and 
general welfare benefits would rise from $60 
to $65 a month under this measure. Pay- 
ments for aid to dependent children would be 
$30 a month for a mother and each child, 
compared with the present level of $32 for 
mother and first child but only $23 for each 
additional child. The state would pay up to 
$100 a month to bedridden welfare recipients 
in hospitals or nursing homes. 

Gov. Blair recommended these modest ad- 
vances and nobody argued that $65 monthly 
is too much for helpless people in these infla- 
tionary times. The negative votes appeared 
largely because House Democratic leaders 
prevented amendments and the Republicans 
charged “gag rule.” Politics ought to be kept 
out of the welfare program, but a limitation 
on amendments prevents reasonable as well 
as unreasonable alterations. 

Granting the need for higher welfare bene- 
fits, however, there is an equal need which 
the House has neglected for the umpteenth 
time. That is a lien and recovery law, under 
which amounts paid out in old age assistance 
become a lien against the estates of the recip- 
ients. By this measure the state recovers 
some of its expenditures; it also discourages 
families from shelving their elderly members 
with the state when they could support the 
aged themselves. 

No doubt the Governor and the legislators 
have so far ignored lien and recovery because 
such proposals have been buried or ignored 
before. Yet lien and recovery would make 
more funds available for deserving cases. The 
House agrees overwhelmingly that Missouri 
should take better care of its aged. Lien and 
recovery wodld help attain that end. 


Opportunity for the Bar 

The Missouri Bar at its meeting at Jeffer- 
son City on Friday ought to consider what 
support it can give to legislation that would 
permit the people to extend the state’s Non- 
partisan Court Plan. Surely the legal profes- 
sion should be in the forefront of the fight 
to take the judiciary out of partisan politics. 

In 1950 the Missouri Supreme Court held 
that constitutional provisions covering the 
plan were a “mandate” to the Legislature to 
give the voters in the various judicial circuits 
a chance to take advantage of the plan when 
and if they saw fit. What is needed is an 
enabling act prescribing the manner of initi- 
ating an election on the question within any 
circuit. 

A bill that would do just that has been 
offered by State Representative F. Neil Asche- 
meyer of Olivette. The constitutional provi- 
sion has been in effect for 18 years and its 
meaning has been unmistakable for eight. Is 
it not time that the General Assembly acted? 
And is it not logical that the Missouri Bar 
take the lead in prodding the lawmakers? 


Slow-Down on Education 

President Eisenhower wants to spend only 
half of the $222,000,000 authorized by Con- 
gress for fiscal 1960 under the National De- 
fense Education Act. This law was passed 
under the goad of the sputniks. How can 
the race with the Russians be won by slowing 
down? | 

In view of the President's reduced recom- 
mendations for other educational items, it 
seems that budgetary considerations have at 
least as much to do with the matter as his 
expressed desire to hold up aid to scientific 
education “pending further experience with 
the program.” There has been little time to 
gain experience. 

The impression that the size of the budget 
influenced Mr. Eisenhower is heightened 
by his refusal to recommend funds for school 
construction, and by his desire for a cut-back 
in aid to schools overcrowded with the chil- 
dren of federal workers. 

This approach does not make sense in the 
face of reports such as that of Loren B. Pope 
of The New York Times that “despite a near- 
record 70,000 classrooms built (in the last 


i. 


year), the deficit apparently is as large this 
winter as it was last. Figures soon to be pub- 
lished by the Office of Education will show a 
deficit of about 140,000 classrooms.” 

Bills providing aid to education on all lev- 
els will be introduced in Congress. Some of 
them already have been influenced by the 
Administration’s reluctance. One measure, 
for example, would be tied to the debt serv- 
ice of school districts instead of providing 
grants before construction begins. Many dis- 
tricts would encounter legal difficulties in 
accepting such aid. It would cost more in 
the long run, but in the short run it would 
not be reflected in the federal budget. 

Surely this is penny-wise and pound-foolish. 


Dr. McCaffery by Default? 


A week from Thursday—Jan. 29— is the 
last day for filing by candidates for the Board 
of Education. 

Dr. James J. McCaffery, former president 
of the board, has already filed. But not many 
potential competitors for him and other “reg- 
ular’ members of the board have done so. 

For the information of St. Louis citizens 
who believe that schools are important, we 
recall a little recent history. 


Dr. McCaffery’s views on education—if he 
has any—are obscure. But Dr. McCaffery is 
an old hand at the petty exploitation of his 
official position. Two of his colleagues on 
the Board of Education even brought a court 
suit to oust him from the board. The evi- 
dence showed that School Board employes 
under his jurisdiction had been used to re- 
model a residence owned by his son. 


The ouster suit did not succeed, but in an- 
other court action the School Board’s Build- 
ing Commissioner, George H. Fletcher, was 
ordered summarily removed on grounds of 
gross misconduct. The judge who ordered 
Mr. Fletcher removed said the evidence 
“points out a concerted, studied and deliber- 
ate scheme to defraud and steal the monies 
and properties entrusted to the Board of Edu- 
cation. The architect of this ill-conceived 
plan was identified of record as the president 
of the Board of Education.” 

To put it plainly, the judge was talking 
about Dr. James J. McCaffery, the man who 
now expects to be re-elected to the School 
Board by the negligence and indifference of 
St. Louis voters. 

Are St. Louis citizens going to stand for 
that? 

They may have to stand for it unless four 
first-rate opposition candidates file for the 
School Board election in April. That-is why 
we remind St. Louisans who believe that 
schools are important, and that schools should 
be used for education rather than for the 
petty profiteering of men like Dr. McCaffery 
—we remind:-such citizens that the last day 
for filing in opposition to Dr. McCaffery and 
the other “regulars” is Jan. 29, a week from 
Thursday. — 


New Oppression in Korea 


Free representative government is being 
damned in the eyes of the uncommitted na- 
tions of the Far East by oppressive measures 
which Syngman Rhee’s Liberal party is insti- 
tuting in Korea in the guise of national 
security. 

President Rhee has been guilty of high- 
handed dictatorial tactics in the past. 

Yet what his puppet majority in the Na- 
tional Assembly has now done is widely con- 
sidered worse and more’ damaging to our 
cause than anything that has gone before. A 
new national security law, ostensibly aimed 
at fighting Communism, is interpreted as 
making it possible for the Government to 
abrogate freedom of assembly, freedom of 
speech and freedom of the press, and, further, 
as abolishing elections in all the towns and 
villages in the Republic of Korea, placing 
them under satraps appointed by Rhee’s 
ministers. ; * .

The National Debt Is Manageable 


Relative to National Income It Has Declined, and Need Not Be Inflationary 


Krom The Vonthly Revier, 
St. Louis Federal Reserve Bank— 


In view of the deficit, the current 
growth in the national debt, and the 
public concern about the magnitude 
of the debt, it seems appropriate to 
review briefly federal budget expe- 
rience during the postwar period. 

In the chart herewith, the net cash 
surplus or deficit of the Federal 
Government is given for each of the 
twelve fiscal years from July 1, 1946 
to June 30, 1958. Over the entire 
period, the Government operated at 
a moderate cash 
surplus (nearly 
$19 billion), 
rather than at a 
P deficit as many 

0; people believe. 
: » oi Budgetary ex- 
Public Opinion penditures did ex- 
ceed net budg- 
etary receipts by 
about $12.6 billion in «he twelve 
years, but this was more than offset 
by surpluses in other Governmental 
activities, primarily trust funds oper- 
ated by the Government. 

Reflecting the net cash surplus, 
plus a reduction in Treasury cash 
balances, the federal debt in the 
hands of the public declined nearly 
$21 billion ‘9 per cent) in the twelve 
years ended June 30, 1958. 

Total securities issued or guaran- 
teed by the United States Govern- 
ment rose from $270 billion to $276 
billion in the twelve years, but Gov- 
ernment investment accounts in- 
creased their holdings from $29 bil- 
lion to $56 billion. 


While the national debt in the 
hands of the public has contracted 
about 9 per cent over the past 12 
years, the real wealth, production, 
and income of the country have in- 
creased greatly. Personal income 
has risen about a third in real terms, 
and dollar income has virtually 
doubled. 


Over the 1946-58 period, the gross 
national product of the country ad- 
justed for price changes rose 44 per 
cent. Thus, over a 12-year span 
when the real product of the country 
was rising at an average rate of over 
3 per cent per annum, the federal 
debt (outside Government investment 
accounts) was declining at an aver- 
age rate of about 33 of 1 per cent 
per. year. 

At mid-1946 the federal debt in 
the hands of the public equaled 114 
per cent of the national production 
for the year. By June 30, 1958 this 
debt was but half as large as the 
estimated gross national product for

Despite an increase in the cost 
of borrowing money since the end 
of World War II, interest payments 
on the debt held outside the Gov- 
ernment declined from 2.7 per cent 
of national income in 1946 to less 
than 1.7 per cent in 1958. Servicing

So long as 
it is financed at interest rates appro- 
priate to the current supply and de- 
mand for credit and is not permitted 
to implement an undue credit expan- 
sion of the commercial banks, it is 
a neutral factor. At times of fi- 
nancial stress some monetization of 
the debt might be unavoidable, but 
with determined effort and a will- 
ingness to pay going interest rates, 
for savings, the existing debt should 
not be inflationary. ~ 

It has become part of the folk- 
lore of the country that we have a 
tremendous federal debt and that 
it has been: continuously growing. 
The facts are that it has not grown 
on balance for over a decade, that 
relative to the growth in the rest 
of our financial structure the na- 
tional debt has declined to only half 
the size reached at the end of World 
War II, and that it is at its most 
manageable size in nearly two 
decades. 

lf future increases in the federal 
debt are limited to reasonable pro- 
portions, and if they are financed 
sensibly in the light of prevailing 
financial conditions, the debt should 
be manageable and need not neces- 
sitate or create a presumption of in- 
flation,

Suspicion in London. 


If this is the kind of unin- 
formed suspicion which exists 
in London it is enough to make 
anyone despair of the effective- 
ness of a free press. 

Here are two allies, both 
speaking the same language, 
both enjoying free institutions, 
both able to print and to read 
whatever they choose, both 
committed to the same inter- 
national ideals, and yet a writ- 
er with connections in official 
quarters in London suspects us 
of being so foolish and so 
disloyal that we are contem- 
plating a two-power deal at 
the expense of Europe. 

For my part, I do not ex- 
pect us to be understood or 
trusted in Moscow. But we 
have, I submit, earned the 
right to be trusted by our clos- 
est allies. We do not betray 
our friends, and the suspicion 
that we are so gullible that Mr. 
Mikoyan can “sell” us :nto be- 
traying our friends is an af- 
front to the honor of America 
and an insult to its intelli- 
gence. 


Living in Different Wor'ds. 


The public part of Mr. Mi- 
koyan's visit seems to me to 
show that between the Com- 
munist world and ours there 
can, on the great issues, be 
little free and open communi- 
cation. We live in very differ- 


— or 


ent worlds. We see things with 
very different eyes. We judge 
them with very different 
minds. 

The best we can do is to ne- 
gotiate cautiously more or less 
at arm's length. But the kind 
of full understanding needed 
for political co-operation is a 
very long way off. It is, there- 
fore, absurd to invite Mr. Mi- 
koyan to subject himself to a 
public exhibition like “Meet 
the Press” and it is absurd 
for Mr. Mikoyan to accept the 
invitation to do that. 

The show on Sunday was as 
useful as an attempt to team a 


whale which lives in the sea 
with an elephant which lives 
on the land. 

Those who have studied 


carefully the problem of com- 
munication between the Soviet 
Union and the West know that 
the communication cannot be 
general, but must be special- 
ized. 


People Can Meet People. 


The mathematicians and the 
physical scientists can com- 
municate with one another. So 
can the engineers or the agri- 
culturalists. So can artists. So 
can experienced and sophisti- 
cated statesmen. So can ordi- 
nary tourists meeting ordinary 
people. 

But Mr. Mikoyan cannot talk 
to the American people in the 
mass nor could Mr. Nixon talk, 
even if he had the freedom of 
the Soviet radio, to the Rus- 
sian people in the mass. 

As to the results of Mr. Mi- 
kovan's tour, they cannot be 
measured by the crowds and 
uie headlines, by the curiosity 
of the people who saw him or 
by their courtesy. The results 
of the visit will be tested as 
we see whether or not we are 
moving towards negotiations 
on the whole German question. 

For surely that was the real 
objective of Mr. Mikoyan’s 
visit, as it is the objective of 
the Soviet Gambit in Berlin.

Explaining why physicians 
frequently are reluctant to 
give medical testimony in dam- 
age suits, Dr. George Hawkins, 
St. Louis neurosurgeon, told 
the group that many doctors 
feel a sense of futility in giv- 
ing testimony. 

“Dotcors who are asked to 
testify as “experts witnesses” 
are discouraged by the fact 
that their expert opinions are 

st 


frequently balanced agains 
other, less expert, medical 
opinions in the minds of a lay- 
man jury, which itself has no 
basis for evaluating highly 
technical medical testimony,” 
he said 


Jury Modification Urged. 

“In this respect, some medi- 
cal men feel that the present 
jury system should be modi- 
fied in such a way as to pro- 
vide for more technically qual- 
ified juries,” he added. 

Norris H. Allen, an attorney, 
said that one major difficulty 
lawvers have found with doc- 
tors’ testimony is that it is 
frequently partisan, instead of 
being strictly objective 

“We must remember that 
lawyers and doctors meet fre- 
quently, since doctors are the 


most frequent expert witnesses 


of all,” Allen said: 

“However, in the courtroom, 
the doctor and lawyer serve 
different functions. The law- 
yer is supposed to be an ad- 
vocate, while the doctor is 
supposed to be an objective 
reporter of medical findings, 
and not an advocate as well,” 
he said 

Dr. Edwin C. Funsch told 
the group that many difficul- 
ties arise between doctors and 
lawyers in connection with 
malpractice suits 
against doctors. 

Urges Care in Filing Suit. 

Admitting that doctors fre- 
quently are reluctant to testify 
against other doctors in 
tvpe of proceeding, Dr. Funsch 
said that often the reluctance 
is due to the attorney's de- 
cision to file the suit before 
asking for a medical opinion. 

Circuit Judge John K. Re- 
gan, said he had encountered 
cases in which doctors. called 
as witnesses either failed to 
appear, or delayed proceed- 
ings by tardy appearance a 
practice costly in both time 
/and money to the courts.

for he has molded the ensem- 
ble into a precise, homogeneous

of shading the color according 
to the musical impulse.

An early settler who home- 
steaded some bottom land near 
the Missouri river is credited 
with the remark that the river 
is too thick to — 
drink and a 
mite too thin 
to plough. 
Many rivers in 
Missouri, and 
the nation as 
well, are of 
about the same 
consistency. 

This condi- 
tion, however, 
is brought 
about by pol- 
Jution instead 
of siltation. The public is 
gradually beginning to realize 
that clean water is essential to 
the future welfare of the na- 
tion, not just for recreation 
but for every other legitimate 
use including water supply, 
propagation of fish, acquatic 
life, wildlife, agriculture and 
industry. 

Early in March of last year 
the Public Health Service held 
in St. Louis one of a series of 
conferences on pollution of the 
Missouri and Mississippi rivers. 
This conference resulted in a 
time schedule for construction 
of abatement works necessary 
to control pollution of the Mis- 
sissippi in this area. 

It was brought out during 
the conference that there are 
80 separate sewer outlets pol- 
luting the river. Sewers as 
large as 30 feet in diameter 
discharge blue, red, yellow, 
green or brown fluids, depend- 
ing on the source of their load. 
Many carry thick scums of 
grease or mats of chicken 
feathers that actually clog the 
water intake tubes of Coast 
Guard vessels working on the 
river. St. Louis flushes as 
much as 60,000 tons of ground | 
garbage into the river every 
year, and on some days it runs 
as high as 300 tons. Further-

more, 460 tons of sewage solids ' 


reach the river each day. 
From Sioux City, Oujiaha, 
Council Bluffs, St. Joseph, 
Kansas City, Dubuque, Daven- 
port, Rock Island, Moline, Keo- 
kuk and the smaller cities along 
the riverfront come sludge oils, 
sewage and industrial chemi- 
cals which contaminate the wa- 


ter long before it reaches St. | 


Louis. 
Pollution in Ozarks, Too. 
On the smaller spring-fed 


rivers of the Ozarks. cities and 
municipalities defile the waters 
to a lesser degree because of a 
smaller population Popular 
Bluff on the Black and Doni- 
phan on the Current, and other 
towns, have been asSigned a 
deadline by the Public Health 
Service to end the sewage 
polution of the streams. 

Charles H. Callison, formerly 
with the Missouri Conservation 
Commission and now conserva- 
tion director of the National 
Wildlife Federation, while testi- 
fying last year before a House 
subcommittee, said, “The con- 
tamination of the public waters 
of America by dumping un- 
treated sewage and industrial 
waste into them is nothing 
more than the literal physical 
destruction of natural fre- 
sources. 

“What happens when a 
stream is befouled and poisoned 
by pollution? 

“Its waters can not be used 
for household purposes except 
after costly treatment. Indus- 
tries requiring clean water for 
their processes have to seek 
plant sites elsewhere. The wa- 
ters can not be safely used al 
swimming, boating, W ater | 
tkiing or other forms of aquatic 
fecreation. Parks and os | 
grounds along the shoreline | 
must be posted with warning 
signs. Farmers can not use the 
streams to irrigate their fields

For Mikoyan on TV 


NEW YORK, Jan. 21. 

EVERY SO OFTEN television gets back to its first 
principle as a purveyor of information, a communications 
medium rather than a sedative, a waster of time, and it did 
just that on Sunday when NBC's “Meet the Press’ brought 
' us Anastas I. Mikoyan,

the Soviet Union.

The hour-long interview was conducted in Russian 
and English and it proved astonishingly nimble and fleet 
in spite of the language barrier. Partly, this was due to 
the translator, Oleg Trovanovsky, who was marvelously 
gifted at keeping extraordinarily complex questions in 
hand in two languages, and smiling as if he were enjoy- 
ing himself. 


At sidestepping tough questions, Mikoyan 
proved very swift and sensible. On why the Rus- 
sian press didn’t carry some of the unpleasanter 
aspects of this trip, he simply pointed out that 
Russian newspapers are only four pages and can’t 
print everything. When the reporters pointed out 
that Russia wasn’t especially popular in Hungary, 
he retorted that the United States wasn't very 
popular in Cuba. This is being no more evasive 
than our own politicians when they are asked 
tough questions. 


I think these exchanges are very useful at putting 
some of the problems of coexistence with the Russians 
into perspective and I only wish the Russians would let us

S. J. PERELMAN detests cliches. But if he will pardon 
two, his “Malice in Wonderland” on Omnibus (NBC-TV) 


_ Was a dandy and a dilly. 
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At first we called it the best satire on TV in many 
months. It didn’t really require three days’ reflection to 
call it the best satire ever seen on TV. 


A hilarious hour of television, based on three 
Perelman stories, concerned a New York psycho- 
analyst named Randy Kalbfus who went to the 
wonderland known as Hollywood and completely 
mixed up his id and his ego. He was grandly 
playec by Keenan Wynn, one of Hollywood's 
native sons.

Canadian Pianist Is Serious Musician Who Cares for Little Besides Work—Here This Weekend

THE YOUNG CANADIAN 
pianist Glenn Gould made his 
first strong impression on the 
musical public of the United 
States with a _ recording of 
Bach's Goldberg Variations. 
This is not a popular work but 
its performance was so en- 
thusiastically approved by con- 
noisseurs that many 
who cared little about 
began to take notice 

At about the same time Life 
magazine published a series of 
pictures showing Gould at a 
recording session. The pictures 
caught the public imagination, 
too, in that they. showed the 
pianist in many odd and seem- 
ingly convulsive attitudes while 
performing. Perhaps the au- 
diences that ultimately saw 
him in the flesh were more 
curious about his eccentricities 
than his possible genius. 

When he performed, how- 
ever, it was his music and not 
his appearance that made the 
occasion memorable. Gould 
will play with the St. Louis 
Symphony. Orchestra, for the 
third time, at Kiel Auditorium 
Opera House at 8:40 Saturday 
evening and 3 o'clock Sunday 
afternoon. 

The simplest explanation for 
Gould's peculiarities is that he 
is a serious musician who 
thinks about music most of the 
time and cares little for any- 
thing else. In his first concert 
with the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra during the season of 
1956-57 he walked on the stage 
as if he were making his. way 
across a newly ploughed field. 
He had a nice country-boy look 
about him and his dress suit, 
which was too close here and 
too baggy there, did nothing 
to modify the impression.

Kleanor Reosevelt 
Mikoyan’s Visit 


NEW YORK, Jan. 21. 

IT CERTAINLY SEEMS that Soviet Deputy Premier 
Anastas I. Mikoyan made quite an impression on my news- 
paper friends. They even admired his ability to answer 
questions in the business world. Many considered him, I 
think, a most adroit gentleman, and I am not surprised for 
why would he have been chosen to come here unless he 
had very special qualifications. 

It was amusing to read that Mr. Mikoyan said his trip 
to this country had convinced him that neither ordinary 
Americans nor business men wanted war. He also said, I 
am told, “Let us live and let live,” and that he hoped there 
would be an end to “nyet, nyet, nyet” in Soviet-American 
relations and an introduction of “da, da, da’ (yes, yes, yes). 


Not many hours after he said these things on 

his tour of the country, however, he seemed to 

have changed his tune after meeting with Presi- 

dent Eisenhower and State Department officials. 

The latter certainly couldn’t see eye to eye with 

the Russian representative on increased and ex- 

panded trade relations with the Soviet Union. 

Most of us can agree with a number of things Mr 
Mikoyan said during his tour, but he must have known long 
ago that we were not the ones who wanted war. But neither 
do we want to do everything in the way that the Soviets 
want it to be done, and the real question is whether the 
Soviets will decide that there must be some give and take 
on both sides. 

I hope they accept this, for I think it is quite possible 
for us to do much for each other that will be good for 
both of us, but neither one of us can have everything just 
the way we want it. There must be give and take on both 
sides.

By late afternoon the fog began to lift and in the early 
evening the planes began to take off. I had some personal 
engagements over the weekend, so I spent Friday and Sat- 
urday in Sarasota, Fla., with my uncle, David Gray, and 
was back in New York on Sunday afternoon. »

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Cold Weather Days on Farm 


By Leonard Hall 


THERE IS a quietness which 
steals across the countryside 
at this season. It is as though 
the earth was resting which is, 
indeed, the case. Often in 
early morning, dawn turns the 
eastern sky to brilliant color 
for fleeting moments before 
sunrise and the trees on the 
upper slopes of Buford are 
covered with a white coating 
of ice. This sparkles when the 
sun tops the mountain; then 
burns away as the day warms 
up. At this hour white smoke 
rises straight into the air from 
neighboring chimneys — and 
black crows wing high across 


the valley, fanning out from 
their cedar tree roosts in 
search of food. 

Now in January, crops of 
small grain lie dormant in the 
earth, waiting the rains of 


March to bring them to life 
again. The last of the corn 
is gathered and cribbed, mark- 
ing the end of the old harvest. 
In a_ livestock country, the 
farmer’s chief task now is the 
care of his animals and this 
has been, despite the cold, a 
fine season for feeding. Beef 
animals especially do better 
when they need not be penned 
in the barnlot but can have 
their hay hauled to the fields 


and spread on the _ frozen 
ground. They mind the still 
cold far less than they do 
rainy, windy weather, even 
with temperatures of 20 de- 
grees higher. 

One thing we can tell at 
feeding time. If we hear a 
farmer calling and the only 


answer is a single baw! from 
some herd-leader, we know 
these cattle are well-fed. But 
when a pandemonium of bawl- 
ing breaks loose at the farm- 
er’s call, we're pretty sure that 
here is a herd which went into 
winter thin from a poor pas- 
ture and is now subsisting on 
trashy hay and corn fodder. 


It is necessary now to keep 
a sharp watch for early calves, 
so that the careful stockman 
brings in his expectant cows 
and shuts them in the barns 
on cold nights. It is easy for 
a new-born calf to freeze in 
near-zero weather before it 
gets to its feet and fills its 
stomach with warm milk. Thus 
we are doubtful of the cattle- 
man who pays little attention 
to his cows about to freshen; 
for we know that in these days 
of narrow margins, the loss of 
a single calf makes a big dif- 
ference in the lifetime profit 
from a beef cow.

THIS SAME THING is true 
of brood sows which soon will 
start bringing litters of early 
spring pigs. Care must be ex- 
ercised to save every baby 
pig. as will be seen when one 
realizes that the profit margin 
on a 200-pound hog on today’s 


market may not run much 
above $3 to $4. The good hog 
raiser shoots for litters that 
average eight pigs and he 


knows that much of the profit 
from the entire litter may lie 
in the single piglet that is lost 
through carelessness during 
the first days of its life.

is either cured or frozen. I'd 
venture that today more pork 
is frozen than is cured on the 
farm—and probably more of it 
is bought in stores at high re- 
tail prices than is fattened and 
butchered at home. There is a 
loss in values here, both in 
cash and good living. Yet it 
is one that seems inevitable as

Many farm homes heat today 
with coal, gas or oil. Yet the 
farm with a good woodlot may 
still find it more economical 
to use wood in stoves or fur- 
nace and often in early morn- 
ing we hear the whine of 
chain saws on  heighboring 
farms.

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Uncle Ray’s Column 
Voyages of Columbus

COLUMBUS left his largest 
sailing vessel on the island of 
Haiti, where it had broken up 
after being grounded by a 
careless pilot. His return trip 
was made aboard the Nina, 
and took as long as the out- 
ward voyage. There were de- 
lays in the Azores and Portu- 
gal, and the actual sailing time 
on the return was only 53 
days. The average distance 
covered while under sail was 
hardly four miles an hour. 

On the second voyage, 

Columbus made a little bet- 

ter time. His fleet consisted 

of 17 vessels, including three 
carracks or galleons. The 
trip from Spain to Haiti was 

made in 59 days, counting a 

delay in the Azores. 

The other voyages of Colum- 
bus to the New World also 
were slow affairs, One ocean 
crossing oceupied 93 days. 

Instead of reaching India, as 
he had hoped, Columbus found 
some of the lands of the New 
World. Leif Ericson and_his 
Norsemen had discovered a 
section of North America al- 
most five centuries before 
Columbus made his first voy- 
age. The Norsemen attempted 
to start a colony, but it failed 
to last. 
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hand, opened the New World 
to lasting settlement. The chief 
object of the Spaniards was to 
obtain gold. In this they were 
successful, especially in Mexi- 
co and Peru. 

Heavy loads of gold and 
silver were carried to Spain 
on large, slow vessels known 
as galleons. The galleons 
were armed with cannon to 
guard against attack by pi 
rates and others. Thanks te 
this traffic, the Spanish roy 
al treasury was supplied 
with riches. : 

Despite the fact they wvfe 
armed, the Spanish galleons 
fell victim to many an attack. 
There was ill feeling between 
Spain and England during the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth, arg 
much Spanish treasure fell fo 
Hawkins and Drake, two Eng 
lish sea captains. -
